EIHTOK Rici'uiiucAX.—Your editorial

There never 
was a time in the history of the country 
when the united influence of the press 
was so much needed in support of the 
law and in opposition to all which is 
threatening its preservation.

create prejudice againet a member of an 
opposing political party. It ie in keep- 
ing with the lowest and most contempti- 
ble political methods, but it can be said 
to the credit of the partisan press that 
many newspapers are too honorable to 
resort to eucli dirty tactics. 


The Selma paper knows full well that 


Sheriff Scott deserves commendation 
instead of censure for having put a stop 
to the criminal methods adopted in this 
county last fall during the Chinese agi- 
tation by a class of men who were 
largely non-residents, and as experience 
proved, mnre interested in plundering 
the Chinese than they were in getting 
work on the vineyarda. Had the sher- 
iff permitted these depredations to go 
unchecked he would have been guilty of 
a shameful failure to perform Ins duty 
as the law prescribes it, and would have 
been properly subject to impeachment. 
He would also have merited and re- 
ceived the condemnation of all honora- 
bleandrightrthinkingcitixens. But hav- 
ing performed his duty faithfully, as the 
law commanded him to do, this Selma 
paper—this alleged representative of the 
intelligence and beat sentiment ol the 
second town in the county—attempts to 
use the fact that he was faithful to his 
duty OH an officer to create prejudice in 
the minda of those who can be swayed 
by such an argument. 


The dishonesty of. the Irrigator's at 


tack upon the sheriff is proven by the 
fact that it very positively opposed these 
riotous demonstrations at the time they 
occurred, and if we remember correctly 
was bitter in ita denunciation of the dis- 
grace brought upon the town of Selma 
by the looting of Chinese stores shortly 
after tho occurrences to which it refers.
